(Railroad 
Accidents. 


A Mormon emigrant train on the 
Norfolk & Western railroad was wreck 
ed early Sunday morning, about four 
miles below Lynchburg, Va. The train 
was a special, and was running ahead 
of the regular passenger train about 
twenty minutes. 
The wreck was caus- 
ed by a small bridge giving way after 
the engine and baggage car had i)assed 
over it. The water in the creek was 
very high. 
Tht emigrahts number one 
hundred and sixty. 
Two cars plunged 
into the creek, and, strange to say, no 
one was killed, and but fifteen or twen- 
ty huit, none seriously. The first car 
that went down turned completely over 
and was completely wrecked, and the 
second car struck on one end and stood 
almost i->erpendicular. 


At Park Place, near 
Shenandoah, 
three terrible accidents occurred last 
Thursday and within a very few min- 
utes of each other. 
An unknown Hun- 
garian, while walking on the tracks of 
the Lehigh Valley road, was struck by 
a coal train and instantly killed, his 
body being fearfully mangled. 
Benja- 
min Hyle, a brakeman on the same 
road, while stepping from one car to 
another missed his footing and fell be- 
neath the wheels and was crushed to 
death. 
Nearly the same time a boy 
named John Oswald, in attempting to 
board a moving coal train, slipped and 
fell beneath one of the cars. 
The train 
was moving very slowly at the time, 
thus saving his life. H e is badly wound- 
ed, and may die. 


Thursday evening a loaded 
coal 
train on the Frackville branch of the 
Reading railroad, while descending the 
heavy grade above New Castle, got be- 
yond control and the locomotive and 
some fifty cars plunged over a steep em- 
bankment into the bed of a creek. The 
engineer and fireman jumped as the. 
train went over, and both were serious- 
ly if not fatally injurgii^^. , 


The passenger train Avhich left Wash- 
ington Friday on the Baltimore & Po- 
tomac Pvailroad, came into collision 
with the freight train at the Navy Yard 
tunnel. 
The engineer of the passenger 
train was killed and a number of peo- 
ple were injured. 


By the wreck ol an east-bound freight 
train on the Philadelphia & Erie road 
at Round Island, fifteen miles west of 
Renovo, nineteen cars were smashed 
and a tramp sustained serious injury. 


James Collian was killed Friday by 
a collision of two freight trains on the 
Shenandoah Valley Railroad, near Lex- 
ington, Va,

Frightened by th-c Congress 
of J'Jalions. 


Thè attention of the Department of 
Slate is being called by consuls abroad 
to the feeling aroused in Europe over 
the approaching congress of American 
nations. 
Many newspaper clippings 
have reached the department showing 
that the foreign press loresees as a re- 
sult of the congress the establishment 
of relations between the United States 
and the Central and South American 
nations which will stimulate commer- 
cial intercourse and ^0 jeopardize the 
trade now enjoyed by European na- 
tions. 
The English press have not been 
particularly interested in the subject, 
but the German, Austrian, Spanish and 
French newspapers, and among them 
official and semi-official organs, have 
gone so far as to endeavor to excite the 
apprehensions of our neighbors by pre- 
dicting that the congress is but the op- 
ening movement in apian of operations 
originated by the United States with a 
view to dominating politically as well 
as socially the weaker American nations. 


Killed by Her False Tecth. 


One night last week Mrs. Francos 
Dunsford, wife of G. H. Dunsford, the 
foreman of the Rending Paper Mills, 
attended a threatrical performance in 
that city. 
While laughing heartily at 
the acting she was thrown into spasms 
and was conveyed home. 
She becamc 
hysterical and was seized with sudden 
attacks of nervous prostration until she 
fell into unconsciousness and death en- 
sued three days later. 
Her artificial 
teeth were found to be missing directly 
after her strange attack in the theatre 
and a post mortem revealed the (itct 
that she had swallowed the teeth. 
They were found lodged near the en- 
trance to the stomach. 


The Chief Judge of the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey, all the other judg- 
es except one concurring, has rendered 
an important decision on a grave ques- 
tion. It is that a witness cannot be de- 
barred from testifying because he de- 
nies the existence of a future state of 
reward and punishmeiit. It is proba- 
bly the first instance of any high court 
in this country deciding that a man's 
civil rights are more important than the 
common law rule that no j^erson can 
be a witness who denies that God will 
punish perjury. 
The court holds that 
the right of a party to testify is a civil 
right while the belief of a person as to 
whether God will punish perjury is a 
religious principle. 
The constitution 
of that State declares that "no person 
shall be denied the enjoyment of any 
civil right merely on account oi his re- 
ligious principles." 
Therefore, when a 
party claims the right to testify in his 
own behalf, he cannot be denied on 
the ground that he does not believe 
God will punish i^erjury. 


A Birmingham, Ala., dispatch of 
Friday says: A special from Cullman, 
Ala., reports the whipping almost to 
death of a preacher and school teacher 
named Walls, near that place. 
Walls 
was teaching a country school and some 
of his patrons accused him of chastis- 
ing their children too severely- 
Last 
night as Walls was on his way from 
prayer meeting he was surrounded by 
half a dozen prominent residents of the 
neighborhood, all of them patrons of 
his school, and beaten severely. He 
was internally injured and it is thought 
he will die. He recognized his assail- 
ants and they have all been arrested. 
They were required to give bonds in 
the sum of $5000 each to await the re- 
sult of Walls's injuries. 


Commissioner of Pensions Tanner 
resigned his office on Thursday, on ac- 
count, he says, of the differences which 
exist between himself and Secretary No- 
ble in regard to the policy to be pur- 
sued in the administration of the Pen- 
sion office. 
President Harrison in ac- 
cepting the resignation, says that, as 
far as he is advised. Corporal Tenner's 
honesty has not been questione*. Cor- 
poral Tanner says the President did not 
ask for the resignation, but that Secre- 
tary Noble had declared he would re- 
sign, if Tanner remained in oftice. 


An Aged 
Murderer, 
F. W, Gesswein, aged 41 years, the 
millionaire tool manufacturer of Brook- 
lyn, was shot and instantly killed in his 
oflice Friday morning by Christian 
Ueyhle, a German aged sixty years, 
with whom Mr. Gesswein had son^e 
trouble recently over a patent suit. 
Deyhle entered the office and demand- 
ed five hundred dollars, saying he was 
an old man, that Gesswein beat him in 
the patent case, and that he must have 
the money to enter the Old Men's 
Home m Philadelphia. 
Gesswein po- 
litely refused him the money, whereupon 
Deyhle drew a revolver and shot him 
dead. 
Deyhle was at once arrested.

A Comet SpHlting Into rrajjinenls. 


Professor Edward S, Holder, director 
of the Lick Observatory at iSan Francisco, 
furnishes intoresting facts in regard to 
the comet discovered by Barnard last 
September. 
He says the comet lias now 
lost all of its tail, and continued: '^The 
comet was subject to much strain and 
stress iit passing that part of its orbit 
nearest the sun and it is now showing 
the eifect of these forces in the following 
way; Its body is evidently becoming dis- 
integrated and fragments are seen to be 
streaming behind tlie comet in the form 
of a tail, directed not from but toward 
the sun. 
This mass of matter was meas- 
ured by Barnard on July 1(5, and liis 
measures show that 
its least possible 
length is 430,000 miles and its least 
possible diamfti'^ is 144,000 miles, so that 
fragments -wJiicli have already broken 
oil from this comet amount to at least 
seventy quadrillion 
cubic 
miles. 
The 
comet W l f , wliich is 105,000,000 milea 
i'rom the earth, is :>till fairly briglit, and 
were it not for tho fragments which are 
seen to follow it would seem to be in 
jierfecti}' normal condition.
